This Time the World 
In this fast-reading autobiography, 
George Lincoln Rockwell educates, 
awakens and entertains. You will be 
brought to laughter and tears by his 
eloquent pendulum. You can count 
on this book’ having been 
suppressed by his_ killers for 
decades. Rockwell exposes them by 
it. 


He was a brilliant, albeit, secular 
man. A Navy Commander whose 
last fighter cockpit was in the F8F 
Bearcat. Oh hell yes. Top that all 


you ground-pounding New York 
rats. I dare you. 

He was tall, talented, well-turned, 
well-bred and had all the right stuff. 
The only thing he lacked was a 
God-fearing soul. He charged into 
the fray of life banking only on his 
human abilities. Sometimes a man 
needs more. But I read in his words 
a hard leaning toward Jesus Christ. 
Rockwell was devoid of hatred. He 
was right as rain and good as gold. 
He sang the praises of Christians 
from a secular mind -- in that an 
honest man cannot deny the fruits 
of their tree. Rockwell was an 
honest man. 

A virtuous man on his path to God 
with too many irons in the fire. Too 
many balls in the air. Too many 
wild dogs snapping at his heels 
when he wrote this book -- to "be 
still and know that I am God" as the 
Word says. 

This can be seen by the way life 
knocked him around. He leapt out 
there, taking on the punches 
without a prayer. Just his guts and 
wit. His first wife was an ice queen. 
His second finally collapsed under 
the pressure of his persecution. He 
was survived by seven children. 
After a surprisingly good childhood 
despite the Great Depression and a 
broken home, Rockwell entered 
Brown University in the fall of 1938. 


A hurricane ravished the New 
England coast that year — 
tantamount to the covert, creeping 
communism. He fast learned that 
President Roosevelt was a traitor 
and a liar. And that Charlie Chaplin 
was a Marxist jew who changed his 
name from Israel  Thonstein. 
Rockwell wrote that Chaplin “...is so 
red [that] even our pinko State 
Department has banned him from 
the U.S.A.” 

However, even an intellectual like 
Rockwell swallowed the lies about 
Hitler. When  Roosevelt’s jew- 
friendly war broke out, Rockwell 
rushed off to “come to the aid of his 
country.” To save them from the 
evil Nazi’s in a fratricidal war fanned 
up by the jews for the jews. 
Headlong into the U.S. Navy. Back 
when “wooden ships and iron men” 
was still the motto. Rockwell got a 
kick out of military discipline. It was 
a good fit. He embraced the 
dangerous life of a Naval Aviator 
with zeal. Catapulted off USS 
OMAHA into blushing dawn. Dreams 
still in his head. Barely out of bed. 
Yonder lay blue Neptune kissing 
Aurora. Lip-lock to die for. Oh the 
sight of that. What a wake-up, aye, 
sailor-boy? 

Five hours of wartime surveillance 
in an old prop-job with every drop 
of fuel measured to the mile. One 
mistake in his calculations and he 
goes the way of Amelia. Out here in 
the Fleet, it’s all pass/fail baby. 
Saying nothing of trying to set ‘er 
back down on a pitching, rolling 
deck, bleary-eyed, sapped and 
woozy. Can you find that little ship? 
Rockwell sure as hell did. The John 
F. Kennedy Navy hardened him for 
what would come later. And like 
Kennedy in those days, boy was he 
good-lookin’. Had his pick of the 
fillies too. His accounts of women 
will make you tingle. Where are 
men like that today? Where are the 
gentleman in choker whites? He 
was eighteen before he got his first 
kiss. A Victorian to the bone. 

All this in a man whose home life 
provided no church. I can _ only 
imagine the spiritual edge that a 


good Catholic or Muslim upbringing 
would have given him. 

Beautiful writing about his Navy 
days will bring you to your knees 
even if you never wore the blue. He 
puts you there — flying stick in an 
old recon bird over El Caribe. The 
adventures of which he would later 
recount to the “less heroic deck- 
apes.” Lording it over the black- 
shoe Navy as they eagerly awaited 
reports from their pilots about what 
had been seen. “I ached for a 
carrier and a hotter plane with more 
combat...” 

He longed for a brand new F4U 
Corsair, “at that time the hottest 
and deadliest thing in the air.” Make 
me break out in a cold sweat, fly- 
boy. Dang that gull-wing thing. 
With a monstrous cowling and a 
monstrous prop. Surly blue to 


disappear into the sea. I long for 
one too. 


But next it was off to Pensacola and 
the P-38 Lightning. Life gallops 
along at top speed. A wife is taken. 
A family emerges. The war ends. 
Civilian life begins. 

In 1950 the Korean War recalls 
Rockwell as a Navy pilot. This time 
as an instructor in the F8F Bearcat. 
“The F8 is the hot-rod of the sky 
and how I loved it.” He called it a 
bumble-bee. He called it a hornet. 
“It has so much power... It’s like 
riding a lightning bolt.” 


About “this time Rockwell learns 
about a Senator from Wisconsin 
named Joseph R. McCarthy. His 
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awakening to the jewish problem 
thence began. It hit him like a tidal 
wave. As it does all of us. Just in 
time for Harry Truman to fire 
General Douglas McArthur, 
Rockwell’s beloved hero. The jews 
hated both McCarthy and McArthur, 
smearing them in their character 
assassination rags. Hissing venom 
and vitriol, they shouted about how 


McArthur threatened to become 
another Hitler. 
Rockwell wrote, “I found that 


Communism was not only Jewish, 
but the Jews boasted about its 
Jewishness in their books and 
papers!” His new_ mission had 
begun. Smitten with the clarion call 
of duty to rid our society of this 
menace who was “forcing 
integration on us, degrading our 
culture with their filthy art of chaos 
and pornography and, worst of all, 
spreading the disease of 
Communism...” Once Rockwell 
heard the speeches of Senator 
McCarthy, his fire was ignited. He 
tore into text like he did everything 
in life — like a tiger. 

He devoured all the commie rags 
and mags. The Daily Worker, New 
Masses, the Library of Congress 
yielded up its hidden treasures. He 
learned how Communist jews 
planted their seeds in China before 
the 1949 overthrow’ of _ its 
government. He read Henry Ford’s 
warnings from the 1920’s. He read 
the Protocols of the Learned Elders 
of Zion. 

America was crawling with 
Communist spies in the 1950’s (all 
jews). Some of whom were caught 
and hanged. I bet you won’t read 
about them in the New York Times. 
Rockwell writes that Jews were in 
charge of our atomic weapons and 
programs also. Leave it to Lyndon 
to undo what Kennedy did_ in 
forbidding the newly-formed jewish 
state a nuclear arsenal. Now look at 
the monster they have become. 

All this Rockwell figured out before 
he got his hands on Mein Kampf. 
Like Henry Ford and DeWest 
Hooker, the blinders were off. He 
was wide awake, “I began _ to 


wonder why we had gone to war on 
the side of the Bolsheviks who had 
openly bragged for a hundred years 
of their plans to destroy us by force 
and violence, lies and subversion; 
while we completely wrecked 
Christian Germany, which never 
had a single highly-placed spy in 
our country...” 

That was the pivot. That was the 
turning point. Then after he found a 
copy of Hitler's magnum opus 
tucked away in the back of a 
bookshop, the big picture emerged. 
“I could not lay the book down 
without agonies of impatience to 
get back to it. I read it walking to 
the squadron, I took it into the air 
and read it, propped up on the 
chartboard...circling over the desert. 
I read it on the Coronado Ferry. I 
read it into the night and resumed 
the next morning. ... I studied it, 
thought about it and wondered at 
the utter, indescribable genius of 
it.” 

And thus began Commander 
Rockwell’s fever to fix what ails us. 
He tried doing this without a Nazi 
arm-band, but the news jews gave 
him no coverage. So he started the 
American Nazi Party knowing damn 
well that now’ they’ would. 
He drew ffire from the jews 
something fierce. They do the usual 
thing they always do. Smear you in 
their crooked press. Wreck your 
job. Go after your marriage and 
family. Yadda yadda. If all that does 


not deter you then they pay 
someone to kill you. 
Rockwell was picked off like 


Kennedy in 1967. Oh well. Better 
than dying in adult diapers at 97. 
His book survived just fine. In full 
Nazi garb, he was invited to speak 
at universities all over the country. 
These speeches were filmed for 
posterity and can now be seen on 
YouTube.

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Iran already has the necessary 
technological capability to produce 
at least one nuclear bomb. Iran is 
actually a short way from the red 
line, and crossing it is a matter of 
deciding. Under current 
geostrategic conditions, it does not 
appear that Iran intends to give up 
its nuclear activity; instead, it is 
waiting for the right moment to 
“break out.” 
* Iran is positioning itself as a 
leading regional actor and 
emphasizes its lack of dependence 
on external actors in energy, 
military, economic, and other areas. 
As Iran assesses that, given the 
regional changes, the _ traditional 
tools (terror, subversion, export of 
the revolution) will no longer suffice 
to promote its goals of regional 
hegemony and guaranteeing its 
survival, Iran is drawing closer to a 
decision on going nuclear. 
* It draws encouragement from the 
stance of Russia, which, as a 
member of the Security Council and 
hence of the 5+1 group, helps Iran 
by thwarting any unified Western 
position on either the nuclear or 
Syrian issues. 
* For Iran, the passage of time 
means there will no longer be a 
need for negotiations. Iran will 
continue its foot-dragging tactics, 
hinting to the West that it has to 
wait until the election results, and 
the formation of a new government, 
before continuing the nuclear talks 
(even though the government has 
no real say on the nuclear issue). 
The West, for its part, — will 
apparently go along and wait for 
another “last opportunity,” and the 
futile dance that has gone on for a 
decade will continue without any 
Western successes and with Iranian 
technological accomplishments that 
bring it ever closer to its goal. 

Iran Getting Closer to Military 

Nuclear Capability 

In April, Iran celebrated its National 
Nuclear Day just after the failed 
second round of nuclear talks with 
the 5+1 group’ in Almaty, 
Kazakhstan. The talks’ failure again 
revealed the dead-end reached by 


the present Iranian-Western nuclear 
negotiations channel. It also once 
again demonstrated that there are 
actually two parallel processes in 
motion. 

On one side is Iran’s foot-dragging 
in the talks - the first round in 
Kazakhstan was held after almost a 
year’s intermission - and _ their 
repeated failure; on the other is 
Iran’s ongoing progress in 
developing its technological 
capabilities in the nuclear domain. 
This progress is bringing Iran close 
to a point where it will be able to 
achieve its goal of a military nuclear 
capability. It will do so when it 
chooses, subject to the full range of 
its strategic political considerations, 
which are a main component of the 
decision-making process in Tehran 
- especially in light of the changes 
in the geostrategic environment and 
its assessments of threats and 
opportunities. 

All Options on the Table 

The West is mainly pressuring Iran 
through sanctions on_ its _ oil 
industry, exacting a high price in 
the form of considerably reduced 
exports and revenue. Tehran, for its 
part, is pressuring the West through 
persistent technological progress in 
the critical aspects of its nuclear 
program - regarding both uranium 


enrichment (involving mining, 
conversion, enrichment, and 
apparently also the military 


components of its nuclear program) 
and plutonium (involving heavy- 
water enrichment at its IR-40 
reactor in Arak). In this way Iran 
displays a symmetrical response to 
the West’s “all options on the table” 
declarations. 

Iran is thereby signaling that if the 
West refuses to honor its key 
demand for recognition of _ its 
“legitimate right to nuclear energy 
for peaceful purposes,” it will enact 
this right itself, deploying the issue 
of 20-percent enrichment as an 
example. 

Rights and Sanctions 

After the first round of nuclear talks 
in Kazakhstan, Iran expressed 
optimism about the talks’ future. 


However, after a further meeting in 
Turkey and the second round in 
Kazakhstan, it put the onus for 
failure on the West, while 
repeatedly stressing the need to 
recognize its right to nuclear energy 
and to remove the sanctions. The 
chairman of the National Security 
and Foreign Policy Committee of the 
Majlis, Alaeddin Boroujerdi, 
asserted that in the “nuclear game, 
Iran has achieved all its goals 
including enrichment and nuclear 
knowledge, while the West has not 
achieved its goal - stopping Iran’s 
enrichment, so Iran is the winner of 
the nuclear game and the Western 
states will be forced one day to 
accept the nuclear reality in Iran.”2 
He also reiterated that 
“Achievement of nuclear rights is 
Iran’s strategic and permanent 
policy, and its guidelines as 
specified by Khamenei, and the 
path of its progress will not come to 
a halt or be altered due to the 
change of government” (after the 
presidential election in Iran on June 
14). He reiterated, “The leaders of 
the negotiating countries, especially 
the Americans, should know that 
Iran’s nuclear dossier and elections 
are two separate issues.” Boroujerdi 
advised the U.S. and other world 
powers negotiating with Tehran not 
to wait for the results of the June 
presidential election, and said that 
would be a “mistaken calculation.”3 


Abbas Aragqchi, Deputy Foreign 
Minister and a member of the 
negotiating team, revealed, “The 


Iranian delegation in the talks was 
ready to continue negotiations until 
a final agreement was reached, but 
it was the opposite side (the 5+1 
group) that apparently lacked the 
necessary readiness and permission 
from their capitals.” He added that 
the 5+1 paused the negotiations, 
anticipating a possible change in 
Tehran’s nuclear stance following 
the upcoming June presidential 
elections, and stressed that 
Tehran’s position is irrevocable and 
is not influenced by domestic 
politics. _Araqchi concluded by 
saying that Iran was ready to move 


on two paths to strike a deal with 
the 5+1. The ffirst’ involves 
continued talks in the form of step- 
by-step, confidence-building 
measures, which is the 5+1’s choice 
but is long and _ time-consuming. 
The other path is a shortcut, in 
which the world powers recognize 
Iran’s “legitimate rights, especially 
uranium enrichment, avoiding 
hostile moves, and lifting sanctions 
to reach results rapidly.” He further 
added that Iran was ready to move 
on either path, although it prefers 
the second option. He expressed 
the hope that the 5+1 would grasp 
a correct understanding of Iran’s 
proposals and return to the talks 
with a positive approach.4 
Just as in previous failed rounds 
Iran threatened to withdraw from 
the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
(NPT), Boroujerdi said that if the 
West did not show a commitment to 
such issues as cutting back on 
nuclear weapons and did not 
recognize Iran’s nuclear rights, the 
Majlis would again consider the 
option of scrapping the NPT. 
Iran does not accept that it must 
respect the provisions of the NPT, 
while America and the West may 
ignore Article 6, 5. and Article 4, 6. 
Boroujerdi continued: “In such a 
case, there is no longer any reason 
for Iran to be a member of the NPT, 
and the Majlis can review this 
matter....We cannot be indifferent 
to the pressure the Iranian nation is 
facing; of course, this is a strategic 
decision that the Supreme National 
Security Council (SNSC) must 
adopt, but the Majlis will use all of 
its abilities to defend the rights of 
the nation.”7 

Iran and the West 
The Iranian’ press’- plays” an 
important role in covering the 
nuclear talks and preparing public 
opinion for a possible confrontation 
with the West over the nuclear 
program. Generally, there is a 
certain consistency between the 
words of the leadership and the 
nuclear negotiators, on the one 
hand, and editorials in the Iranian 
press, on the other. 


After the talks failed, an editorial in 
the newspaper Jomhouri Eslami - 
headlined “Wherein Lies the 
Problem of the Nuclear Talks?” - 
shed light on Iran’s stance, _ its 
rationale for its conduct, and its 
propaganda line during the talks: 
“The main question is wherein lies 
the obstacle in the talks between 
Iran and the West that have not 
succeeded to remove [this obstacle] 


after ten rounds? To find a 
convincing answer to these 
questions, it is important to pay 


attention to two_ issues: the 
sanctions and the interpretation of 
the right to nuclear energy for 
peaceful purposes.” 

The editorial continued, stating that 
the sides’ positions on these issues 
precluded reaching minimal 
agreement in past talks, and it does 
not appear likely that future talks 


can succeed unless the 
impediments are removed. The 
Western states and the 5+1 
countries are, for their own 
reasons, imposing economic 


sanctions on Iran whose purpose is 
to change the behavior and 
positions of the government and the 
people. Khamenei in his recent 
speech in Mashhad referred to this 
objective, which involves pressuring 
the regime by creating a_ rift 
between it and _ the _ people. 
Presumably, those imposing the 
sanctions think they must keep 
doing so until they achieve the 
goals they have set. That is, so long 
as the West does not see the 
Iranian people capitulate, it will 
continue on its path. Thus, during 
the two rounds of talks in Almaty, 
the Western side stressed the need 
to continue the talks but did not 
agree to cancel or diminish the 
sanctions; the Iranian team, for its 
part, did not accept the West’s 
demands. 

A further issue is the two sides’ 
differing interpretations of the right 
to nuclear energy. The Iranian side 
maintains that Iran’s NPT 
membership, and the fact that the 
International Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) can supervise its nuclear 


facilities, means its nuclear activity 
is for peaceful purposes. Hence, the 
secretary of Iran’s Supreme 
National Security Council has again 
underlined that the problem is not 
the percentage of enrichment but 
rather the acceptance of Iran’s 
basic right to atomic energy. 
The 5+1 states view this right from 
a fundamentally different 
perspective. They do not see NPT 
membership and IAEA supervision 
as sufficient to prove the peaceful 
intentions of Iran’s nuclear activity, 
and they pose additional demands 
that cause disagreement and the 
talks’ inability to be fruitful. On this 
issue the Western states must 
abandon their strict interpretation 
of NPT membership and accept the 
regular practice, the editorial said. 
Jomhouri Eslami summed up: 
Arriving at a common 
interpretation of the right to 
nuclear activity and amending 
the method of using sanctions 
against Iran constitute the main 
key to ending the stalemate in 
the nuclear talks. But this is an 
optimistic viewpoint. Another 
viewpoint is that the West, and 
particularly the United States, 
are engaging in dual, ambiguous 
behavior in their nuclear policy, 
and the clear example of this is 
that they enable the Zionist 
regime to maintain hundreds of 
atomic warheads in the heart of 
the sensitive region of the Middle 
East while denying Iran even its 
legal right to nuclear activity for 
peaceful purposes! In light of 
this dual policy, it is impossible 
to give credence to the West.8 
Hasin Shriatmadari, editor of 
Kayhan, which expresses the view 
of Supreme Leader Ali Khamenei, 
wrote on his website and in an 
editorial in the newspaper that the 
latest round of talks proves that 
“the West does not really want to 
reach a solution and is not sincere 
in its intentions toward Iran.” 
According to Shriatmadari, the 
failure does not stem from any lack 
of talent of the Iranian negotiating 
teams, but rather from the different 


goals each side wants to achieve. 
Iran, he suggests, is striving to 
prove that its nuclear program is 
meant for peaceful purposes, while 
the West is not really seeking to 
solve the nuclear issue but instead 
wants to leave it open so that it can 
continue its struggle against Iran 
and leave the sanctions in place. 
Shriatmadari adds that this 
situation — in effect, a closing of the 
nuclear file — actually constitutes an 
acknowledgment of Iran’s victory 
and steadfast position over the 
years. In conclusion, Shriatmadari 
proposes increasing the media 
presence at the talks so as to 
highlight the real intentions of the 
West.9 
A Growing Awareness 

The West, and especially the United 
States, is aware of Iran’s gradual 
progress toward a military nuclear 
capability despite the sanctions and 


the price they are exacting. 
American spokespersons have 
emphasized this capability in 
hearings before the Senate 


Intelligence Committee. Particularly 
notable is the testimony of National 
Intelligence Director James R. 
Clapper, who on March 12, 10. and 
again on April 18 addressed the 
status of Iran’s nuclear program 
and its regional aspirations: 


Iran continues to develop 
technical expertise in uranium 
enrichment, nuclear reactors, 
weaponization and ballistic 


missiles, from which it could draw 
if it decides to build missile- 
deliverable weapons, nuclear 
weapons. Clearly, Tehran has the 
scientific, technical and industrial 
capacity to produce them, so the 
central issue is its political will to 
do so. Such a decision, we 
believe, will be made by the 
Supreme Leader, and at this point 
we don’t know if he'll eventually 
decide to build nuclear weapons. 
In Iran, leaders are exploiting the 
unrest in the Arab world to spread 
influence and to undermine the 
United States and our allies. But 
Tehran also faces a worsening 
financial outlook in the fall of the 


Assad regime and Syria would be 
a huge _ strategic loss for 
Iran....Russia_ will continue to 
resist putting more international 
pressure on Syria or Iran.11 
National Nuclear Day 
Those words are consistent with 
Iran’s accelerating nuclear activity 
on the ground, in blatant defiance 
of the West. It is indicative that 
Iran’s National Nuclear Day (April 9) 
came right after the second round 
of nuclear talks in Almaty (April 6- 
7). It is unlikely that the relevant 
actors in the West even noticed the 
proximity of these dates and the 
propaganda trap that Iran had laid 
for them. 
National Nuclear Day offered a 
convenient stage for Iran’s leaders 
and the heads of its nuclear 
program to highlight Iran’s 
achievements in the nuclear field 
and its independence in continuing 
the program without regard for 
Western concerns. Senior figures 
made much of this independence 
and the ability to make headway in 
the program, while lauding the 
technological advancements and 
propaganda value associated with 
the program. President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad - who apparently, as 
he reaches the end of his tenure, 
has been relieved of dealing with 
the nuclear issue - declared in a 
Nuclear Day speech that 
the peoples of the world must be 
aware of the great potential that 
lies in nuclear energy in all areas 
of life and not allow the world’s 
wealth to be limited to any 
particular group of states [i.e., 
the West]....There are those who 
are interested in exclusive 
possession of this energy, the 
same ones who have produced a 
nuclear bomb themselves and 
acted against humanity, who 
seize ownership of the 
technologies, and also seek to 
prevent the Iranian people from 
gaining access to _ nuclear 
technology. 
He emphasized that the Iranian 
people had _ stood ffirm and 
nevertheless attained such 


technology: “Can anyone deny us 
this? You [Western countries] made 
every effort to prevent Iran from 
going nuclear, but Iran did go 
nuclear, and now you are trying to 
take it away from Iran.”12 

As part of the Nuclear Day events, 
Iran inaugurated some nuclear 
projects related to the uranium- 
enrichment process: uranium 
extraction from natural resources at 
the Saghand Uranium Complex in 
Ardakan, and an additional facility 
for uranium conversion, the 
Yellowcake Production Complex.13 
The head of the Atomic Energy 


Organization of Iran  (AEOI), 
Fereydun Abbasi, affirmed that 
“Iran is looking for uranium 


resources to provide the fuel needs 
for its operating [nuclear] reactors 
or those set to be built in the 
future.”14 

In a special interview for Nuclear 
Day, Abbasi noted Iran’s principal 
achievements in various fields. He 
stressed the installation of new 
generations of centrifuges,15 the 
ongoing uranium = enrichment at 
levels of 3.5 percent and 20 percent 
that are required for operating 
Iran’s reactors, and the continuing 
R&D on even more advanced 
generations of centrifuges. These 
could enable Iran to enrich uranium 
at the nuclear-weapon level in a 
shorter time span. Abbasi likewise 
pointed to the ongoing preparations 
to activate the 40-megawatt heavy- 
water reactor that will also enable 
Iran to progress in its military 
nuclear program along the 
plutonium track.16 

In interviews he gave subsequently, 
Abassi reemphasized that at 
present Iran indeed does not have 
plans to enrich uranium to a level 
above 20 percent. But if such a 
need arose in the future, “for 
example, for ships and submarines, 
if our researchers need to have a 
stronger underwater presence, we 
will have to make small engines 
that should be fueled by 45% to 
56% enriched uranium....In that 
case, we might need this [highly 
enriched] fuel."17 In a_ closed 


meeting, Abassi also updated the 
Majlis on the latest nuclear 
developments.18 

The Revolutionary Guards: 

Destroy Tel Aviv and Haifa 
On April 18, which was _ Iranian 
Army Day, spokesmen of the 
Islamic Revolutionary Guard Corps 
(IRGC) and the army belittled 
Western threats that “all options 
are on the table,” saying this was 
propaganda for domestic purposes 
aimed at the media and _ public 
opinion in the United States and 
Israel. The spokesmen also warned 
against “stupid acts” by Israel (i.e., 
attacking Iran’s nuclear facilities) 
and again emphasized _ their 
readiness to carry out the Supreme 
Leader’s orders and annihilate Tel 
Aviv and Haifa should Iran be 
attacked.19 IRGC commander 
Mohammad Ali Jafari again warned 
that the security of the world’s 
energy reserves is in the IRGC’s 
hands and that “the enemies of the 
Islamic Revolution cannot ensure 
these sources” since the IRGC 
controls the main lanes for energy 
supplies in the Persian Gulf.20 

The Nuclear Issue in Iran’s 

Elections 

The nuclear issue is playing a 
leading role in Iran’s presidential 
race and is a focus of contenders’ 
claims and _ counterclaims. For 
example, one contender, Hasan 
Rowhani, a senior member of the 
Expediency Council (head of its 
Center for Strategic Research) and 
a former nuclear negotiator, 
observed critically that at the time 
he served as _ head of _ the 
negotiating team, Iran’s situation 
was much better and “the citizens 
can feel this difference and make 
the necessary comparison.” 
Rowhani pointed out that in those 
days Iran was not close to war, the 
Iranian nuclear file issue was 
nowhere near the Security Council, 
and no resolutions against Iran had 
been adopted.21 
Another possible presidential 
contender, Ali Akbar Velayati, a 
former foreign minister who today 
serves as Khamenei’s adviser on 


international affairs, asserted that, 
in the past, “Iran had tried to 
suspend uranium-enrichment 
activities during both the reformist 
government and_ the _ present 
government at the Supreme 
Leader’s behest. However, the West 
did not act honestly toward Iran or 
respond to its demands.” In that 
period, he added, Iran had agreed 
to a suspension to prove to the 
world and the West, as well as the 
Iranian public, that retreating in the 
face of enemies, and of the West, is 
not effective. Therefore, according 
to the Leader’s decree, it was 
decided to continue Iran’s activity in 
the nuclear sphere within the 
framework of the NPT.22 
At the same time, the failure of the 
latest round of talks, and the fact 
that a military clash with the West 
is becoming a_ real _ possibility, 
seems to. be_ intensifying the 
domestic debates about continuing 
to seek a diplomatic solution to the 
crisis. These debates, however, are 
not affecting Iran’s technological 
progress in the nuclear field, its 
growing defiance of the West, or 
the projection of its power toward 
its neighbors in the Gulf 
(particularly Bahrain). 

Iran Nears the Moment of 

Decision 

Iran already has the necessary 
technological capability to produce 
at least one nuclear bomb. Even if 
the reports are accurate that it has 
stopped uranium enrichment of 20 
percent and not exceeded 250 
kilograms of enriched uranium, 
which by Israeli assessments is the 
critical mass beyond which Iran 
could produce a bomb, thanks to its 
technological capabilities, Iran could 
in a short time enrich (possibly 
even clandestinely) the necessary 
amounts of uranium for a bomb. 
Iran is actually a short way from 
the red line, and crossing it is a 
matter of deciding. 
Under current geostrategic 
conditions, it does not appear that 
Iran intends to give up its nuclear 
activity; instead, it is waiting for the 
right moment to “break out.” Iran 


has already made clear to the West 
that crossing the threshold is no 
longer a technological problem, just 
an issue of weighing considerations 
and reaching a decision. Iran is 
positioning itself as a_ leading 
regional actor and emphasizes its 
lack of dependence on_ external 
actors in energy, military, 
economic, and other areas. 
Moreover, in the new _ Middle 
Eastern reality that is taking shape, 
Iran has a message for Arab states 
that are undergoing change: to 
follow the model of its own 
steadfast resilience against Western 
pressure since the outbreak of the 
revolution. It draws encouragement 
from the stance of Russia, which, as 
a member of the Security Council 
and hence of the 5+1 group, helps 
Iran by thwarting any unified 
Western position on either the 
nuclear or Syrian issues. 

In the window of time that remains 
until Iran’s presidential elections, it 
does not appear that a 
breakthrough will occur in the 
negotiations. For Iran, the passage 
of time means there will no longer 
be a need for such negotiations. 
Iran will continue its foot-dragging 
tactics, hinting to the West that it 
has to wait until the election 
results, and the formation of a new 
government, before continuing the 
nuclear talks (even though the 
government has no real say on the 
nuclear issue). The West, for its 
part, will apparently go along and 
wait for another “last opportunity,” 
and the futile dance that has gone 
on for a decade will continue 
without any Western successes and 
with Iranian technological 
accomplishments that bring it ever 
closer to its goal. 

In the environment taking shape in 
the overall Middle East after the 
upheavals of the “Arab Spring,” 
Iran is trying to position itself as 
the main power broker that can 
affect the course of events and 
reduce American’ influence and 
involvement in the region via 
Washington's allies among the Gulf 
states, particularly Qatar and Saudi 
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Arabia. Those two, especially Iran’s 
bitter Sunni rival Saudi Arabia, are 
gradually, with Western assistance, 
weakening Iran’s position in Syria, 
with all that entails for Iran’s 
continued ability to influence the 
Syrian-Lebanese arena and, from it, 
to project force toward Israel. 
Moreover, the strengthening of 
Islamist Sunni actors in the area 
adds more fuel to the Sunni-Shiite 
conflict, with Iran’s — creation 
Hizbullah already deeply involved in 
the crisis on Syrian soil and 
suffering losses. In addition, Iran 
regards the growing Western 
military aid, particularly the missile- 
defense umbrellas for the Gulf 
States and Israel, and possibly also 
Turkey, aS a mounting threat. 

Iran perceives both external and 
domestic threats affecting the 
regime’s_ survivability, while also 
seeing a range of opportunities 
opened by the “Arab Spring” or 
“Islamic awakening,” as Iran calls 
it. Thus, Iran keeps developing its 
military nuclear program, bringing it 
close to the point where it would be 
able to assemble a nuclear bomb in 
a very short time - despite Western 
pressure and sanctions. 

Both American and Iranian interests 
in the Persian Gulf and the Middle 
East, in general, are undergoing 
processes of change that put them 
on a collision course. One side's 
perceived threat is the other side’s 
perceived opportunity. In Iran’s 
view, leaving the nuclear file open 
is part of the U.S. strategy to 
contain Iran’s influence in the 
region, and Washington has no real 
interest in reaching a settlement. As 
that outlook gains strength in Iran, 
along with the assessment that, 
given the present circumstances 
and regional changes, the 
traditional tools (terror, subversion, 
export of the revolution) will no 
longer suffice to promote its goals 
of regional hegemony and 
guaranteeing its survival, Iran is 


drawing closer to a decision on 
going nuclear.

Ms Hanson, who was __ previously 
embroiled in a scandal over connections 
between her former party, One Nation, 
and the white supremacist group, the Ku 
Klux Klan, agrees she knows May but 
says she does not support his racist 
opinions.

Australia policy (but) that doesn't mean 
I support it. I don't," she told 
news.com.au. "People have claimed to 
be associated with me.

In the 1970s he was a fit, shaven-

stints in jail. 

He was jailed for throwing eggs at 
feminist Germaine Greer, fined $400 for 
writing "Kill all Jews" on a Brisbane 
Jewish memorial, and campaigned 


against Gough Whitlam in 1974, while 
dressed in Nazi regalia.

These days, he lives in Sydney's west, 
wears a Pauline Hanson t-shirt and 
posts his extremist views on a Facebook 
page which has a photograph of himself 
with Hanson as its main picture. 

Now a supporter of the ultra right 
Australia First Party, May's radical ideas 
include blowing refugee boats "out of 
the water". 

While Ms Hanson distanced herself from 
May, she said refugees were a problem 
for ordinary Australians. 

"We are looking after refugees’ health 
care and_ housing, cigarettes and 
international phone calls," she said.

General George S. Patton was assassinated to silence his criticism of allied war leaders claims new book 
George S. Patton, America's greatest combat general of the Second World War, was 
assassinated after the conflict with the connivance of US leaders, according to a new book.

The newly unearthed diaries of a 
colourful assassin for the wartime Office 
of Strategic Services (OSS), the 
forerunner of the CIA, reveal that 
American spy chiefs wanted Patton dead 
because he was threatening to expose 
allied collusion with the Russians that 
cost American lives. 

The death of General Patton in 
December 1945, is one of the enduring 


mysteries of the war era. Although he 
had suffered serious injuries in a car 
crash in Manheim, he was thought to be 
recovering and was on the verge of 
flying home. 

But after a decade-long investigation, 
military historian Robert Wilcox claims 
that OSS head General "Wild Bill" 
Donovan ordered a highly decorated 
marksman called Douglas Bazata to 


silence Patton, who gloried in the 
nickname "Old Blood and Guts". 
His book, Target Patton, contains 


interviews with Mr Bazata, who died in 
1999, and extracts from his diaries, 
detailing how he staged the car crash by 
getting a troop truck to plough into 
Patton's Cadillac and then shot the 
general with a low-velocity projectile, 
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which broke his neck while his fellow 
passengers escaped without a scratch. 

Mr Bazata also suggested that when 
Patton began to recover from_ his 
injuries, US officials turned a blind eye 
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as agents of the NKVD, the forerunner 
of the KGB, poisoned the general. 

Mr Wilcox told The Sunday Telegraph 
that when he spoke to Mr Bazata: "He 
was struggling with himself, all these 
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killings he had done. He confessed to 
me that he had caused the accident, 
that he was ordered to do so by Wild Bill 
Donovan. 
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‘We've got a terrible situation with this great patriot, he's out of control and we must save him from himself'. The 


"Donovan told him: 'We've got a terrible 
situation with this great patriot, he's out 
of control and we must save him from 
himself and from ruining everything the 
allies have done.' I believe Douglas 
Bazata. He's a sterling guy." 

Mr Bazata led an extraordinary life. He 
was a member of the Jedburghs, the 
elite unit who parachuted into France to 
help organise the Resistance in the run 
up to D-Day in 1944. He earned four 
purple hearts, a Distinguished Service 
Cross and the French Croix de Guerre 
three times over for his efforts. 

After the war he became a celebrated 
artist who enjoyed the patronage of 
Princess Grace of Monaco and the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor. 

He was friends with Salvador Dali, who 
painted a portrait of Bazata as Don 
Quixote. He ended his career as an aide 
to President Ronald Reagan's Navy 
Secretary John Lehman, a member of 
the 9/11 Commission and adviser to 
John McCain's presidential campaign. 

Mr Wilcox also tracked down and 
interviewed Stephen Skubik, an officer 
in the Counter-Intelligence Corps of the 
US Army, who said he learnt that Patton 
was on Stalin's death list. Skubik 
repeatedly alerted Donovan, who simply 
had him sent back to the US. 

"You have two strong witnesses here," 
Mr Wilcox said. "The evidence is that the 
Russians finished the job." 

The scenario sounds farfetched but Mr 
Wilcox has assembled a compelling case 


OSS head General did not trust Patton 
that US officials had something to hide. 
At least five documents relating to the 
car accident have been removed from 
US archives. 

The driver of the truck was whisked 
away to London before he could be 
questioned and no autopsy’ was 
performed on Patton's body. 

With the help of a Cadillac expert from 
Detroit, Mr Wilcox has proved that the 
car on display in the Patton museum at 
Fort Knox is not the one Patton was 


driving. 
"That is a cover-up," Mr Wilcox said. 
George Patton, a dynamic 


controversialist who wore ivory-handled 
revolvers on each hip and was the 
subject of an Oscar winning film starring 
George C. Scott, commanded the US 3rd 
Army, which cut a swathe through 
France after D-Day. 

But his ambition to get to Berlin before 
Soviet forces was thwarted by supreme 
allied commander Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, who gave Patton's petrol 
supplies to the more cautious British 
General Bernard Montgomery. 

Patton, who distrusted the Russians, 
believed Eisenhower wrongly prevented 
him closing the so-called Falaise Gap in 
the autumn of 1944, allowing hundreds 
of thousands of German troops to 
escape to fight again. This led to the 
deaths of thousands of Americans during 
their winter counter-offensive that 
became known as the Battle of the 
Bulge. 


In order to placate Stalin, the 3rd Army 
was also ordered to a halt as it reached 
the German border and was prevented 
from seizing either Berlin or Prague, 
moves that could have prevented Soviet 
domination of Eastern Europe after the 
war. 

Mr Wilcox told The Sunday Telegraph: 
"Patton was going to resign from the 
Army. He wanted to go to war with the 
Russians. The administration thought he 
was nuts. He also knew secrets of the 
war which would have ruined careers. 

I don't think Dwight Eisenhower would 
ever have been elected president if 
Patton had lived to say the things he 
wanted to say." Mr Wilcox added: "I 
think there's enough evidence here that 
if I were to go to a grand jury I could 
probably get an indictment, but perhaps 
not a conviction." 

Charles Province, President of the 
George S. Patton Historical Society, said 
he hopes the book will lead to definitive 
proof of the plot being uncovered. He 
said: "There were a lot of people who 
were pretty damn glad that Patton died. 
He was going to really open the door on 
a lot of things that they screwed up over 
there."

The Auschwitz-Birkenau concen-tration 
camp in modern day Poland was where 
more than a million people, most of 
them Jews, were killed by the Nazis 
during the course of World War II. 

The Lessons from Auschwitz project 
aims to develop young _ people's 
understanding of the possible 
consequences of prejudice and racism in 
society. 

First Minister Alex Salmond said: "It is 
right that we continue to fund these 
learning opportunities to ensure that as 
a society we never become complacent 


when regarding the dangers’ of 
prejudice, intolerance, discrimination 
and hatred."

How A Holocaust Denier 


Fooled The Internet With Nazi Jetpack Soldiers

One of the great accomplishments 
of Nazi Germany’s war machine was 
a jetpack that propelled their 


soldiers into the sky. It was a 
fantastical device whose story has 
been told many times on the web 


and it would be 
impressive if it

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propaganda of a Holocaust denier 
disguised as history. 
I recently wrote 

which chronicles 
the history of the “Individual Lift 
Device.” You know: The thing 
James Bond flew in the opening of 
Thunderball. 
As you might imagine, I got to run 
down all sorts of crazy stories and 
wild rumours about things that flew 
or might have flown during the Cold 
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Despite Wendell Moore’s  well- 
documented invention of the rocket 
belt, stories and folklore abound of 
inventors whose roles’ in the 
creation of jet pack technology were 


somehow overlooked or 
suppressed. According to the Nazi 
jet pack story, the Germans 


experimented by strapping pulse-jet 
engines onto soldiers and launching 
them over obstacles on_ the 
battlefield. 

The pulse-jet was the same engine 
that powered the V-1 “Buzz bomb,” 
and seems a highly unlikely thing to 
strap to anyone if you expected 
them to survive the experience. No 
one has any photographs of the 
Himmel Sturmer — German for Sky 
Stormer and the story is 
shrouded in mystery. 

It is said that Americans captured 
the technology along with some 
other secret weapons and brought 
some of the devices back to 
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War. One story that cropped up too 
often for me to ignore involved — 
well, let me just give you the 
headline from Gizmodo because 
Gizmodo always does the _ best 
headlines: 


According to the common story, 
(and we can't blame Gizmodo, this 
story has a good amount of traction 
on the internet), the Germans 
developed a primitive man-rocket 


America. Some websites go so far 
as to say that Bell Aerospace 
obtained one of the devices and 
Wendell Moore dissected it before 
coming up with his own rocket belt 
which he would eventually patent. A 
book called 

devoted two pages to the mythical 
device with the caveat, “a lack of 
evidence suggests the Nazi rocket 
packs may have’ been pure 


propaganda.” 
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by strapping pulse jet engines 
(plural) to a soldier and saw 
successful tests where a_ soldier 
cleared 180 feet at a height of 50 
feet. The dual pulse —— jet 
arrangement “consumed very little 
fuel, never ran hot, and didn’t 
require special clothing.” And oh, 
American scientists at Bell stole the 
idea, which led to the development 
of the Bell rocket belt. All of it is 
nonsense. 


“Propaganda” implied that the 
Germans said they had one, which 
is something that was also not 
supported by any evidence. 


cite each other for support 
and when pressed, the creators of 
some of the sites admitted they had 
no evidence that any such device 
ever existed. One site sold dolls — 
“action figures” — made up to look 
like storm troopers wearing little jet 
packs and photographs of the dolls 
appeared on another website as 
evidence that the Himmel Sturmer 
was real. One writer claimed that 
the lack of evidence on the device 
proved its existence; if it wasn’t 
real, why had the US government 
hidden the evidence? 
People familiar with jet belt and 
pulse jet technology point out that 
the Himmel Sturmer could not have 
possibly been real. The engine in a 
V-1, known as an Argus As 014, 
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was 13 feet long. Presumably, that 
would be a rather difficult thing to 
strap to one’s back. Of course, the 
engine could be down-sized, but 
then the resulting engine would 
have been much less_ powerful. 
Could this have been done? 
Disproving negatives can be a 
difficult thing. In this instance, it 
makes more sense to try and track 
down the “Himmel Sturmer” story 
to its source. Where did the story 
start? A writer using the name 
Christof Friedrich first wrote about 
Nazi jet packs in a book called 
German Secret Weapons and 
Wonder Weapons of World War Two 
in 1976. He also wrote a book 
called The Hitler We Loved & Why. 
His real name was Ernst Zundel and 
he ran his own publishing company 
in Toronto. At first, many of his 
books — written under the pen 
name Christof Friedrich — were 
about UFOs and how the Germans 
had developed advanced technology 
during World War II which was kept 
secret from the general populace. 
Zundel explained how Hitler ran 
Secret Nazi Polar Explorations, in a 
book by that title in 1978, and 
about Hitler at the South Pole, in 
1979. Somehow, a few readers who 
didn’t see the lack of credibility in 
Zundel’s writing saw his German 
secret weapons book and believed it 
to be true. It wasn’t. One writer 
summarized ZUndel’s theories: 
Some hollow Earth believers exhibit 
not just fascination with but open 
sympathy for Nazi Germany. The 
chief figure in the Nazi hollow-Earth 
movement is a Toronto man named 
Ernst ZUndel, who writes under the 
name Christof Friedrich. Ziindel 
operates a clearinghouse for Nazi 
materials and contends, as do other 
neo-Nazis, that the Holocaust never 
took place. In UFOs — Nazi Secret 
Weapons? (1976) he claimed that 
when World War II ended, Hitler 
and his Last Battalion boarded a 
submarine and escaped to 
Argentina; they then established a 
base for advanced saucer-shaped 
aircraft inside the hole at the South 


Pole. When the Allies learned what 
had happened, they dispatched 
Adm. Richard E. Byrd and a 
“scientific expedition” — in fact an 
army — to attack the Nazi base, but 
they were no match for the superior 
Nazi weapons. 

We do not know if the Nazi soldiers 
defending Antarctica after World 
War II flew Himmel Stirmers or not 
during their epic battle; Ztndel 
didn’t mention the devices in that 
story. Perhaps a bigger concern was 
that ZUndel had an ulterior motive 
for spinning his crazy UFO stories. 
He was a rabidly anti-Semitic 
Holocaust denier who used the UFO 
theories as a platform from which 
to preach his theories on what 
“really” happened during World War 
II. 


Maybe his book The Hitler We Loved 
& Why should have tipped off his 
readers but the other titles he 
published certainly should have, 
such as Auschwitz, Dachau, 
Buchenwald: The Greatest Fraud in 
History, and Did Six Million Really 
Die? Zundel was a bizarre character 
in that he openly spoke about his 
beliefs and granted interviews to 
almost any journalist or reporter 
who approached him. One such 
writer named Frank Miele 
interviewed ZUndel in 1993 and 
later wrote an article that included 
excerpts in Skeptic magazine. The 
article focused on Zundel’s 
revisionist statements regarding the 
Holocaust and Miele asked him 
about his UFO literature. Ztndel 
told him that it was the people who 


believed in UFOs — _ not the 
Holocaust deniers — who were the 
“real lunatic fringe.” 

In a later phone conversation, 
Zundel told me that the UFO book 
was in fact a ploy. “I realised that 
North Americans were not 
interested in being educated. They 
want to be entertained. The book 
was for fun. With a picture of the 
Fuhrer on the cover and flying 
saucers coming out of Antarctica it 
was a chance to get on radio and 
TV talk shows. For about 15 
minutes of an hour program I'd talk 
about that esoteric stuff. Then I 
would start talking about all those 
Jewish scientists in concentration 
camps, working on these secret 
weapons. And that was my chance 
to talk about what I wanted to talk 
about.” 

The “UFO book” he was _ talking 
about was UFOs — Nazi Secret 
Weapons? Clearly, Zundel has no 
credibility regarding anything he 
wrote about these topics. He wrote 
the books because they sold and he 
used them as an entrée to talk 
shows because the topics were so 
popular. He had no evidence of 
UFOs, South Pole Nazi submarine 
bases, or of the Himmel Sturmer. 
He made them all up. The Himmel 
Sturmer was a figment of his 
imagination. 

So, no: There never were Real 
Bloody Flying Nazi Soldiers with Jet 
Packs. But try telling that to 
Wikipedia. (Next time when we 
have a few minutes, I'll tell you 
about the crazy Romanian who has 
his whole country convinced that he 
invented the jet pack, and the 
Americans stole it from him.)
